ELIMINATES VEGETAHLE ANI> FLOWER SEEDS. 

While the Naval Affairs Committe has been struggling with the navy ap- 
propriations bill at Washington, the House Committee on Agriculture has re- 
ported out a measure making appropriations for that department. The bill 
carries a total of $6,880,800, which is greater by $187, 610, than the current act. 
A particular feature of the bill is the elimination of the free distribution of 
vegetable and flower seeds by Congressmen. This ancient system of political 
buncombe has been stricken out, but the original intention of the act is recog- 
nized, namely, the distribution of “rare and uncommon” seeds for experi- 
mental purposes. The bill also carries an appropriation of $520,000 with 
which to wage war on the cotton boll weevil, the gypsy and brown tail mot, 
and the Texas cattle fever tick. i

Ever since the earthquake at San Francisco a week ago prophets all over 
the world have claimed to have predicted it. A Russian secress says that, in 

her prophecies for 1906, will be found a prediction, the verification of which 

has now been demonstrated to her entire satisfaction. ' She predicted seismic 
disturbances “on both sides the Pacific ocean.” A French prophetess comes 
forward with a’claim a little more explicit, in that it names the Pacific coast 
of the United States. And our own Spangler points once more to the verity of 
his prophecies, he having predicted “destructive earthquake in^ California and 
the PhilHnes.” There are other of lesser note who claim to have foretoldThis 
disaster, and in few of recent events, not without some basis in fact. 

But the prophets of today are not like those of old. Modern prophets pre- 
dict so much that they must be able to hit it once in a while ; while ancient 
prophets used to predict one thing at a certain time. There were theiTpr^h^ 
and false prophets ; and it is a question whether or not false prophets are not 
more numerous today than in the past. The Russian secress predicted 37 
things] that would happen in 1906, the French prophetess 42 events ; that 
would transpire this year, and Spangler enumerated 23 incidents for this year. 
Spangler predicted a destructive eruption of Mt. Vesuvius, volcanic eruptions 
in all parts of the world, as well as earthquakes in California; and it so hai>- 
pens that at the time he made his predictions there were events transpiring, 
physical, political and other, that must in time result as he predicted. Thus 
modern prophecy makes the most of things that are, running chances on hitting 
something right.
